Rebelled againſt him, and ſer up Idolatry amongſt them, wi.o 
went after the Sins of Zerobeam, in whole dayes the Tribes of 7a- 
cob were divided, 1 K:ng.12.28,29, 30. Judah from 1ſrael, 
and 1ſracl from Judah ; and here the Devil had tis end, in as 
much as 1/r#el departed from the Lord, he was ready to harden 
their Hearts more and more to keep them from returning to 
the Lord again; and here //rael loſt that Glory that from God 
* appeared amongſt them in the dayes of David and Selomon, and 
ſodark ſorrowful] times came on, and great Troubles upon the 
Church in the dayes of ſome of thoſe wicked Kings that ſucceec- 
ed them, and a dark Night overtook their Prophets and Rulers, 
who loſt tie inward ſenſe of the Spirit of the Lord: yet in theſe 
times they retained the Profeſſion of Godin the Obſervation of 
Days, New-Meons,let Feaſt and Sabboths,but flew theProphets 
of the Lord, that were ſent to them to turn them to that Glory 
which their fore-Fathers were pertakers of, & not to preach the 


Invented things (which Man in his carnal polluted Wit, Wilcom 


and Reaſon had invented and made in the times of Darkneſs .and 
Ignorance, who knew not the out- goings of 7«cobs God) but 
Purely to preach that.Life and Powes of God, whith is the.

Feet, mincing as they did go, and had their round Tires like 
the Meon, and Ear Rings, and Noſe-Jewels, and fuch like Vani- 
ties, which were for the Day of the Lords Wrath and Indig- 
nation, which he determined to bring upen all the bravery of 
their Tinkling Ornaments, 1/4. 3. 16,17, 18,24. And Iſrael 
having ſo loft themſelves, the Prophet unto whom God gave his 
Word, proclaimed after this manner, Giveear O Heavens, and 
bearken O Earth, 1 hate neuriſhed and brought up Children, ſaith 
the Lord, and they have rebelled againſi me; the Ox knows his 
owner, and the Aſs his Maſters Crib, but Iſrael doth net kyow, 


my People doth not conſider, lia.1. 2,3. And this was the ſor- 


row from day to day of the Prophets of God, to ſee Iniquity 


'to abound, and People laden with Sin, the whole Head fick, 


and the whole Heatt faint, from the Crown of the Head to the 
Sole of the Foot, full of Sores and Bruiſes, no ſoundneſs at all 


init, 1/a.1,5,6.

rit; -and the true Church became few in number, becauſe of the

ry, Beauty ard Virtues, and honeured with the Bleſſing of the 
increaſe of Children,was left as a Cottage ina Vineyard, and as 
aLodgein a Garden of Cucumbers, asa beſieged City, J/z. 


' 1.8. and then were pcoples Hearts ſet againſt the appearance of 


God, and the Children begotten of the right Seed were as ſigns 
and wonders in 1/#ae!, Ifa.8. 18, And therefore being in a 
Profeſſion of God, and rebellious againſt him, they were his 

reatcR Enemies, and hi: Controverſie was with them becauſe 


of all their Abominations; as the Lord ſaid, Tau have 1 known of 


all the Families of the Earth, therefore wil I puniſh you fer your 
Jniquities, Amos 3.2. And thus/ſraeldeparted from the Lord, 
and loft the bfnefit of the giſt of the Law, and the Adoption, 


and the Ordinances, whoſe wcre the Fathers, and of whom as 


pertaining ts the Fleſh Chriſt came, Rom. 9.4, 5. So that nei- 
ther their Sacrifices nor Offerings, nor the Literal exponnging 
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7) 
of the Words of the Law by oo Prieſts unto them did profit 
them, nor the coming of Chriſt inthe Fleſh, becaule they reſt- 
ed only in the Signs and Figures,and fo were altogether taken up 
with the Viſibles and Shadows ; and this their Life and Reſt was 
in the fallen Wiſdomand polluted Reaſon which is driven out of 
Paradiſe, and theflaming Sword turns every way againſt it, and 
this they made uſe of to divine Lyes in the Name of the Lord, 
which Wiſdom is from below, and thereby they did not know 
the Diſpealation of that time and ſeaſon, wherein the great Sa- 
'Yiour of the World wav manifeftc<d, but they Crucified him and 
Hanged him on a Tree, As 106. $9. And o leſt the benefit of 
the Salvation of God, and the glorious Miniſtration of Life, 
'Grace and Truth, which came by Jeſus Chriſt, 7obr1, 4. 

Now after this the people called Chriſtians arileth and comes 
forth:to peſſcls the common Salvation which God hath revealed 
in Chriſt Jeſas, and from amongft the Gerreles comes up a peo- 
ple to have the benefit of a Saviour. Inthe day of the Revela- 
tion and Diſpenſation of the Life, Light and Spirit of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, who were adorned with Heavenly Virtues, and 
Power given unto them to become the Sons of God, and their 
Afﬀemblies were crowned with Life and Peace frem God the Fa- 
ther and our Loxd Jeſus Chriſt, which was the Subſtance of that 
which the Law pointed at, and the fulneſs of that Glory which 
appeared in Old time, which all the Prophets bore witneſs of 
from the beginning, and the fulfilling of that Fellowſhip and U» 
nity between God and Mankind in Chrift Jeſus, which was dif- 
covered unto Solowey in his Day, and Life and Virtue was in 
high eſteem in the Church of Chrift (in thoſe dayes) which was 
his Garden and Vineyard, planted by his out-ftretched Arm, 
which grew and proſpered, untill the Foxes and wild Beaſts got 
in, andpreyed upon and fpoiled his ſweet Garden, and laid it 
waſte, and it became open to the Wilderneſs, where the Church 
hath been in the dark Night of Apoſtacy (ina ſolitary Way, as 
in the dayes of Old, when Darkneſs over-ſpread the Earth, and 

. grols Darkneſs covered the People, and much Murder and 
Blood-ſhed hath been about Religion) the Whore hath been 


conſpiring againſt the true Wife, feeking occabon againſt the

them that have Rebelled againſt the Lord, and a Dark Night of 
Apoſticy hath ſpread over all Nations,and the Church Hath been 
in the Wilderneſs, and hard Travels and Exerciſes, and many 
ſore Troubles and Pecrſecutions ſhe hath mer withal, great Trials 
and Suffcrings of civers kinds, which come not ſhort of the 
great Si.{Fcrings of the People of God inthe foxmer Ages of the 
World (as I ſaid before) but rather exceed them, Heb. 11. 
31,38. a> might lar; ely be ſpoken of. But ſomething lies up- 
en me to write concerning Bapri/m and the Supper of the Lord, 
with ſomething concerning Faith and Hope, & c. 

Seeing there are many this day that go about to render the 
Lords People, in fcorncall*d Quakers, as ſuch as deny the Or- 
dinances of tte CEurch of Chriſt, who are a People gathered 
by the Lord, and built upon the ſure Rock and Feundation (of 
many Ages and Generations, Chriſt Jeſus) who are come to 
the guidance of the Spirit of Truth, which is the ground of true 

Demonftration,which reveals the Myfteries of Gods Kingdom, 

- and opens to the Underſtancings of his People the weighty 
matters relating to the Peace of their Souls, which Eye hath 
not ſeen, ner Ear heard, but its revealed unto us by the Spirit 
which fearcheth all things, even the deep things of Ged, with- 
B out 
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bow to the ſpiritual Miniftration ef Chriſt Jeſus, who is aſcended 
up on high into the Glory he had with the Fathcr before the 
World began; from whence his Light and Spirit comes down in- 
to the Hearts of the Sons and Daughters of Meo, to enlighten 
them, that they may ſee the Filthineſs of their Hearts, and fo 


come to loath themlelves in their own fight, and deny their own - 


finfel Works, and fo be ſaved from Dcftrution; by whoſe 
power the Serpents Head comes to be bruiſed, and fo caſt out, 
and the Works of Uacleanneſs and Unrighteouſnek caſt out with 
him, that he may no more have part in Man and Woman, tut 
that in the Liehtand Spirit of Ctrift they may walk, ard fo 
become true Worſh'ppers of the Father in Spit and Truth; for 
out of the Spirit and Truth all are in the broad Way, that leads 
to D-:ſtrution; and fo they Worſhip they know not what, and 
are a'ways ſowing to the Fleſh, of which they ſhall reap Cor- 
Truption: And this is the Falſe Ground, where Sinis conceived 
by the Power of Darkneſs, in the Diſobecient Heart (where the 
Power of Godlincls is not to be known,unlets it be to Condemnas- 
tion) and in that ſtate all is out ef true form, frame and order, 


divided from the precious Life,: and ſcattered as Sheep upon , 


Barren Mountains without a Shepherd, in this Dark Cloudy 
time, wherein the Glory of the Church of Chriſt, that was re- 
yealed in the Apoſtles days, hath been vailed from mens Under- 
ſtandings, and Hirelings (again) yea, gricvous Wo'ves have 
entered in, which have not ſpared the Flock, but cloathed them 
with the Wool, and eat the Fat, as the old Apofftates did, but 
have not fed the Flock, Etch. 24.5. | But now 13 the Lord come 
to gather the loſt ſcattcred' Ones from the Defolate Hill and 
Modutains , Into the truce Reſt, where the Flocks of hi. Compa- 
nions feed, and lie down at Noon, where the one Shepker]

the Subſtance ; they were circumciſed outwardly, but not in- 


wardly ; they were not circumciſed in Heart, as many now a- . 


days; they are-boaſting of Baptiſm in ſign outward!y, in many 
ways and forms, telling of 7ohr and his Baptiſm, but unJerſtand 
not the extent of it, how far it did reach, for it was a prepara- 
tion in-that day to fit People for Chriſt Jeſus, bringing them to 
a confeſhon of {ins, that they might come to Chriſt, who was 
made manifeft to take away ſin, and Chriſt was baptized of for

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to ſul6] that Miniſtration for Fobn's Baptiſm could not take 


}, he ſhall baptize you with the holy Ghoſt and Fire, which John's

ry attending his Miniſtration, in his day, as the Miniftration of - 


the Law was glorious in its time 5 but now Chrift is come, who 
fulfils the Law and the Prophets, whole Glory exceeds them, 
Whole Judgment is nzar, and he condemns fin in the rife of it, 
in the Heart; and this is nearer than the outward Law, which 
took hold only of the outward Man,butChriſt: Law is a ſpiritual 
Law, takinz hold of the Inner man, bringing Condemnation 
upon the mani of ſin within,chat thereby he may take away fin in 
the very root of it, and ſo bring it to an end, and bring in Everla- 
ſting Rightcouſnels. And ſo Fob». Baptiſm was outwardly, but 
Chriſt. Baptiſm is inwardly : Foh»*s Baptiſm waſhed the outſide 
but the Baptiſm of Carift waſhzth the Heart; this makes clean 
the infide; and this all muſt know, or they will never be cleaitf- 
ed from fin: And this is by the Spirit,as it; written, by onc Spirit 
arc we all baptized into one Body, which all the true !:elievers 
were ſ{cnſible of, AnJ to this day the Work of God is ro de- 
ftroy the Works 'ef the D-vil, and execute Judgment upon 
him, as it was in the P:imitive Times, and Chrift Jeſus is the 
ſame yeſterday to day and forever. And hereby they were wit- 
nefſes of the ReſurreQion of Chriſt, and not only ſo, but of his 
Spiritual and Second Coming, by whoſe Power and Spirit they

Signifying, that the Encmy doth not 
Difcover his own Works which he begets in Mankind, but that 
which doth D.:coves his Workipgs within, in the Heart, is the

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Light of Chriſt, & this lets Man & Woman ſee themſelyes as they 


are, and brings them to feel'the weight of their Tranſgreſſiens, 
and ſets themin the view of their own Conditions; and when 
they thus eome to ſee themſe]ves in a loſt Eftate, and how they 
have Defiled themlelyes an: Corrupted themſelves with their 
Evil-doings, then ſhall they come to loath themſelves in their 
own ſight, and then Six becomes « Burden, which can no longer 
be born, Ezek.

the Heart after the Lord is God's Unſpeakable Love to loft man

, Certain Principle of Life in his Conſcience, which ſhews unto 
him his ſecret Thoughts, Amos4.13. And this was the way 


by which Loſt Man came to God out of the Fall in all Ages of the 
World; but the. Univerſal Diſcovery in the large Diſpenſation 
of it is revealed more eſpecially in theſe Goſpel-Times, which 
was held forth unto Mankind, ſignified and figured out by many 
Tipes, Figures and Shadows in the former Ages of the World, 
as the Old Covenant, the Law was outward, and the Taber- 


; Nacle was outward, and the Anointing, and the Light, and the 


Sacrifices, and the Sprinkling of the Blood of the Old-Cove- 
nant was outward. But now in the New-Covenant the ſprink- 
ling of the Blood of Jcſus, which is his Life, whereby Remif- 
lion of fins is obtained, is within, which purgeth the Conſcience 
from dead works to ſerve the Living God, Heb. 9.14. And this 
is the ſubſtance and the fulfilling of the ſprinkling of the Blood of 
Bulls and Goats in the Old-covenant; and the firft Pricfthood 
was to be anointed with an outward anointing : But the Prieſt- 
hood in the New-covenant, is to be anointed with the ſpiritual 
Anointing, without which all preaching is vain. . And this a- 
nointing is that which Chriſt gives, which the true Believers re- 
ceive of him, which is a ſufficient Teacher; and this Anointing 
a"idetinthew, 1John2.27. And this is the Un&tion they have 
with the holy One, whereby they know all things that apper- 
thee. © taints Life and Godlineſs, 1 Fohw 2.20. And fo 
"5 obs Lamp in the Old-covenant was outward, but 
the Lamp in the New-covenant is inward, which is to hold the 
ſpiritual anGinting Oyl, and the Light in the New-covenant is a 
ſpiritual divine Light, becauſe the Worſhip in the New- 
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covenant is ſpiritual, which ſhines in the inward ſpiritual Temple. 
Therefore all that Oppoſe and Vilific the Light, are not learned 
of the Father, for every one, (aith Chriſt, rhat bath heard and 
learned of the Father cometh unto me, Joh. 6.45. And ſuch as 
come to know their Bodies to be theTemples of the holy Ghoft, 
they know the Light that ſhines in thera is of God, which dit- 
covers their moſt ſecret Troughts, and they know the Receem- 
ing, Savins Power of it inall needſul times to preſerve them 
and keep them from falling into fi1, and this ſhines forth out of 
the Incomprehenlible fulncts of God, whole dwelling is in Light 
and in Eternal Brightneſ:, and there is not another Way that 
leads to Eternal Life. 

Ani fo the firſt Covenant was changeable, and the Offerings 
an1 divers Waſhings, and Carnal Ordinances, and the World- 
ly SanfAuary; theſe things were to continue but for a ſcafon 
and time, bur the great Ordinance of God, Jcſus Chit, who 
fulfill the Shadows and Figures, he remains forever, and his 
Prieſthood is Everlaſting, hecauſec he remains and abides forever, 
and his Law 1s Spiritual, which is more forcible then the Law 
written in Tables of Stone, which could riot free from Sin; but 
this ſpiritual Law in the Heart, according to the antient fro- 
miſe of God, makes free from the Law of Sin and Death, 
Rom. 8.2. and the extent of this ſpiritual Miniſtration, and of 
this holy Law (withia) in Chriſt Jeſus, is more Univertal then 
the outward Law, for that was only given to //-acl after the 
Fleſh,but this Law of Life and of Love in Chriſt Jeſus, reacheth 
unto both Few and Gerri/e, Male and Female : and fo the Goſpel 
Diſpenſation i; unto all both Old and Young, Son and Davghter, 
Servant anq Hand-maid, Foe! 2.28. And fo all that believe in the 
Light & walk in it, they come to a clear ſight of theſe thinss,% to 
know the Lords Houſe,which he is building with living Stones, 
which is his Church, which he fills and will fill with his Glory ;
